IMPRESSIONS OF DOMINION BY. 
SIR ERNEST SHACKLETON | 


The Famous English Explorer Returns | 
East after an Extended Tour 
Through Western Canada — Is 
Struck with the Justifiable Opti- 
mism that Permeates the West— 


Has Firm Belief in Canada’s Future 

Winnipeg, Man.—Sir Ernest Shack- 
leton, the tamous Engiish explorer, ac. 
companied by Lauy Shackieton, nas 
reached the city {from  \ancouver. | 
Since the explorer left Winnipeg last 
week he has lectured in Brandou, Re- 
gina, Calgary and Kdmonton and Van- 
couver, aid at euch ot these places he 
has had a most gratifying reception. 
Asked what his opinion of Canadian 
people was, now he had been from one 
end of Canada to the other, Sir Ernest 
replied: 

“Everything has been made very) 
nice for me aad the people have been 
hospitable to an extraordinary de- 


er 

hat has impressed you more than 
anything else as you have gone about, 
the country?” asked the interviewer. | 

“Well, what has struck me most has} 
been the note of justifiable optimism 
that seems to permeate everybody, 
und I must say it is well established 
und well founded.” 

“Do you believe 
ture?”’ 

“Undoubtedly. And net only in its 
future but its immediate future. The 
greatness Canada will attain for itself 
is not a great way off. It is only just 
beginning, but the results will be sur- 
prising. I have seen this throughout, 
the country.” 

“Is there any truth in the rumor) 
that you are about to settle down in 
Canada?” 

“T don’t know about settling down. 
IT am not a settler down—and the ge vet 
explorer smiled, and asked, ‘Now, 
am 1?” 

“No, no settling down yet awhile. I 
intend to work in Canada, that is, I 
am going to go over ground that is 
yet unknown, especially on the side 
of minerals. 

“There are vest mineral areas in 
Canada, which have yet to be touched, 
They are here I believe—the geological 
situation that teaches thet lesson, but) 
they must be got at. I shall try and 


in Canada’s fu- 


do that. I beheve in future there wil 
be great mineral developments in 
‘Sanada. I will not say they have: 


been neglected in the past, but they 
have been eclipsed by agriculture and 
placed somewhet in the background. 
Agricultural needs are what have been 
most considered in the past, but you 
must not forget there is a mineral 
side. I believe the country possesses 
the material it requires for most of 
its own manufactures, and before lorg. 
we shall be getting in this country 
most of the materinl we are nt pr sent 
importing from other countries,” 

Sir Ernest went on: 

“T have vot no definite plans yet, 
but I have got hopes, and when I have 
got hopes such as I have in regard to 
this matter it does not take me long 
to make up my mind, Of course I 
know the places and districts where 
this mineral wealth is to be found.” 


J. J. Hill Optimistic 

New York.—James J. Hill's opti- 
mism is undisturbed even in the fact 
of the government's action to restrain 
railroads from advancing freight rates 
and the Wall street situation.

Medicine Hat, Alta.—The greatest

The situation is considered 
to depend entirely on the attitude of 
the military in the city which up to 
the present has not manifested symp- 
toms of disloyalty. 

The United States cruiser Ned Or- 
leans, and German and Japanese men 
of war are lying off the town and it 
is believed these vessels will be ade- 
quate to protect all forcigners in the 
event of an outbreak. 

Commander Roger Wills, of the 
New Orleans, has conferred with the 
commanders of other warships and 
they have agreed on a plan for con-!

All the diplomats at Pekin think 
that an outbreak in the provinces 
south of the Yengtse Kiang river is 
probable. ‘They believe, however, that 
it is extremely improbable that the 
trouble will reach this city. | 

Washington, D. C.—The resurrected 
Boxers of China are again howling for 
the blood of “foreign devils.’

ENORMOUS AREA SET ASIDE BY 
THE GOVERNMENT 


Practical Move for Conservation of 
Resources is Made by the Federal 
Government in Setting Asde the 
Entire Eastern Slope of the Rocky 
Mountains—District is Rich in 
Timber and Minerals. 


Ottawa.—The entire eastern slope of 
the Kocky Moun.ain frém tue interna. 
tional boundary line noituward to a 
short distance north of the 54in paral. 
lel of north Jat.tuge is now reserved 
for setilement or occupation, and wiil 
be administered enti.ely with a view 
to the proper utilizatiou and reproduc. 
tion of the forest, tie protect.on of the 
water supply of the prairie provinces 
and other related objects. Such is the 
effect of an order in council just 
passed, 

The total area of the district now re- 
served for settlement a.ong the east- 
ern slope of tue Rockics in Canada is 
about 14,400 square mi.es. Adjoining 
this to the south is an area of 1,400 
square miles reserved by the United 
States government and is known as 
Glacier National park. Of the area 
reserved in Canada, Rocky Mountain 
park (area 4,500 squaie mies); Jasp r 
Forest park (area 5,000 square miles), 
and Wateron Lake park (54 square 
miles in extent), have been reserved 
for some time. The area now put un- 
der reserve for the first time is thus 


wbout 4,850 square miles (3,100,800 
acres), 

The entire area is 14,400 square 
miles. The most northerly boundary 


of the reserve is situated between forty 
and fifty miles north of the latitude 
of Edmonton and about a hundred 
miles to northwest of Yellow Head 
Pass, the western boundary between 
the provine:s of Alberta and British 
‘The crest of the Rockies 
and the eastern boundary is an irregu- 
lar line fixed by the order. The width 
of the strip set aside varies from ten 
to thirty miles. The international 
boundary up to the latitude of Cal- 
gary, and from there northward 
widens out to from thirty to fifty miles 
so continuing almost to the northern. 
most boundary. 

The lands ineluded in the tract are 
for the most part el-vated and rocky 
and generally not suited for ogricul- 
ture. They are, however, covered to a 
lorge extent by a forest which is of 
great value for the supply of wood and 
lumber to the prairie country lying 
eastward from the bese of the moun- 
tains for the requirements of the coal 
mines and for the protection of the 
serviees of the main streams of the 
Great West

tion will be to wthdraw the lands from 
home-t-ad entry or sale and the tim.

Author of the Miller Bill. 


On account of the very general in- 
terest uroused throughout the Do 
minion by the long and hard-fought 
strugele in the Canadian Parliament 
over the bill to abolish gambling on 
the race track, many people who have 
never met or ever seen the author of 


the bill, Mr. Henry Horton Miller, 
M.P., are naturally curious to know 
what kind of man this is, who has 


succeeded in putting up such a stiff 
fght for his measure that the recog- 
nized political parties, and even the 


Ministry itself, have been divided, 
with a final result that the closest 
division ever recorded in sc Com- 


mons was reached, the bill being just 
defeated by a majority of one, and 
that although many of the most pow- 
erfal debaters and strongest party 
leaders on both sides were against the 
medsure In personal appearance, 
Mr. Miller is exactly the type ‘of a 
man who would be expected to pro- 
mote sach a bill and to fight to the 
last ditch to seeure its passage. Tall, 
gaunt, rather ungainly in figure and 
carriage, with a set “dour” face and 
a heavy, determined-looking jaw, he 
might pose withvat make-up 
Cromwellian trooper or a member of 
the Rounchead Parliament. You ean- 
not hear him speak in Parliament, or 
engage in five minutes conversation 
with him, without being convineed 
that he is a man of cast-steel convie- 
tions, and possessed of determination 
to carry out anything he undertakes 
to do. if it can be done. He is a good, 
practical speaker too; not an orator, 
but a user of plain blunt language 
which expresses just what he means, 
The bill was certainly pushed fer all 
it was worth in Mr. Miller's hands, 
and if he does not bring it up again, 
and secure its adoption, those who 
know him well will be surprised. Mr, 
Miller, who represents South Grey in 
the House of Commons. is the san of 
a father of Seotch and American 
descent brought up in Canada. and of 
a Canadian mother of Irish descent. 
Owen Sound was his native place, 
and he was born in 1861. He lives at 
Hanover, Ont., where he is a dealer 
in real estate. He is a Methodist and 
actively interested in the loeal church 
and in the governing body of that 
debomination,

IRISH “LITTLE FOLK” 


THE CELT TAKES HIS FOLK-LORE 
| VERY SERIOUSLY. 


Only a “Naygur’” Who Came Over 
With “Crummle" Denies the Exist- 
ence of Fairies and Leprechauns 
and Banshees — Latter Is Always 
a Woman, Sometimes Old and 
Sometimes Young. 


There is no country in the world 
which takes the supernatural so ser- 
iously as Ireland, and there is no one 
who will be so disposed to resent dis- 
belief in the existence of appar**tons. 
banshees, and fairy folk, ge 
bad, as an Irishman. There are % s.2 
men and Irishwomen who do ncf be- 
lieve, but they are not worth count- 
ing; they are only what a Corkman 
would call ‘“‘naygurs that come over 
wud Crummle (Cromwell—none 0’ the 
ould stock—an’ a banshee would be 
ashamed of herself lookin’ at them, ” 
rays The London Daily Telegraph, 
The local traditions associated wit'y 
nearly every part of Ireland are dif- 
ferent; some refer to saints and holy 
women and some to kings and herocs 
ef the Tuatha de Damann period, but 
there are at least three or four cur- 
rent beliefs which are found in every 
part of Ireland, and they are the exist- 
ence of the banshee, the phooka, the 
leprechaun, and the “good people.”

a banshee is obviously not of very 
| great antiquity. Banshee must be ‘e- 
scribed as a mixed blessing, for thei: 
appearance, while it proclaims the a: - 
tiquity of the family it visits, cannot 
be described as conducive to equan’- 
mity. Literally translated, the wor’! 
means “woman of the fairies,” the 
“sidhe,”’ or “shee,” being a generi~ 
term for fairies of all kinds. Th» 
banshee is sometimes represented a= 
old and shrivelled, and sometimes a= 
young and beautiful, with long golden 
vair which she combs while pouring 
forth strains of weird melodies. Sh 
is generally regarded as the ghost of 
some person who suffered violence at 
the hands of a family progenitor, an! 
her wail, which is supposed to have 
a vengeful note, announces the death 
of one of his descendants. She ap- 

ears by preference in the neighbor 
100d of a lake or spring, but if these 
are not available she floats in the 
night air near the castle or house 
where the family she is attached to 
lives. She does not appear to the 
person whose death she foretells, but 
to his nearest relative, or, in the old 
days, to his clansmen. Three time 
she repeats her warning, which is 
sometimes regarded as a hint to pre- 
pare for death 

When the banshee appears in these 
latter times she often has to take lone 
journeys to give her warnifgs, for 

many of the “good old stock’ hav: 
left the country owing to the land 
war, and have gone abroad. Sone 
iime ago an Irishman of a very obf 
family was studying in a scholastic 
college at Louvaine. He was lighting 
his lamp one morning when he hear? 
a strange wailing cutside. His win- 
dow was on the second floor, and yet 
it sounded directly opposite him. Ae 
was petrified with horror when it wa- 
repeated twice again and a hand beat 
three times against his window with 
long bony fingers. He buried his face 
in his hands and prayed, for he knew 
that the soul of his mother was pas-- 
ing, though he had had no word that 
she was ill, and when he had last 
heard from her she was in perfect 
health. The family banshee had from 
time immemorial given warning of 
the death of elder members of the 
house, and three days later he learn- 
d that his mother had died at the mo- 
ment that he heard the banshee’s last 
wail. 

Of the solitary fairies there is no 
need to be snecially afraid. They have 
a power of doing good and evil, but 
the evil is generally only mischief of 
the “gamin” type. The best known of 
these is the Leprechaun; or, as he is 
called in Ulster, the Logheryman. H2? 
knows where hidden treasures lie, ant 
it is a lucky peasant, going through 
a field, hears a faint sound of ham- 
mering, he may come on the fairy 
shoemaker with his leathern apron 
tied over his green coat and shorts, 
sitting in the shade of a hedgerow, 
busy making fairy shoes. Then is the 
time to hold him to ransom. If his 
captor takes his eye off him for a mo- 
ment the leprechaun becomes invis- 
ible. He does not think much of wo- 
men, because he finds it very easy to 
divert their attention by pretending 
to see their sweetheart coming up In 
the distance. ‘‘There’s your Micky,” 
or “your Paddy,” as the case may be, 
and the foolish woman will look away 
for « moment, and then the little man 
is off in a twinkling. But the Cluri- 
caune is a sprite of a more mischiev- 
ous nature; he hes little to give, and 
for what he does give he takes his re-

“Every year,’ he added, ‘we are 
called upon to make new noses, and 
some of the ladies are very well satis- 
ed with the result.” 

Robbery and brigandage were the 
profession of some of the tribes, 
especially the Waziris. When a child 
was born his mother usually placed 
him in a hole in the wall of the mud- 
house, and said to him, ‘‘Learn to be 
a thief."’ Thieving was largely done 
by digging under the walls of the 
mud-houses, } 

But the Waziris also had a sense of 
humor. Last year there was a big 
assemblage of chiefs at a_ certain 
centre to meet a political officer re- 
specting the lawlessness of the tribes. | 
Having been sumptuously entertain- 
ed, they presented the officer with a 
beautiful antelope as a mark of appre- 
ciation. 

Betore the ch.efs had reached their 
hills on the return journey a message 
arrived stating that an antelope had 
been stolen from the house of a. 
Nawab. 

Speaking of the blood feuds of the 
various tribes, Dr. Pennell said these 
were so intense that it was only pos- 
sible to cultivate land within gunshot 
range of the villages, each of which 
possessed a gun tower with loopholes 
for firing. Each man worked in the 
fields with a rifle over one shoulder 
and cartridges in his belt, in order to 
be ready for all emergencies. 

In such a district the advantages 
of European surgery were naturally 
much appreciated, and a doctor could 
pass from one tribe to another with- 


out fear; in fact, each tribe would 
provide him with an escort to the 
boundary of the next tribe. 

Patients come to the hospital at 
Bannu from as far away as Cabul, 
and often there would arrive at the 
hospital a string of the blind, each 
holding on the other in front, and 


a man who could see a little leading 
the lot 

In the course of an interview with a 
reporter, Dr. Pennell gave another il- 


lustration of matrimonial jealousy 
among the border tribes, 
“One day,” he said, “an Afghan 


chief who had been across the border 
came back and saw his wife speaking 
to a man over the wall in his com- 
pound. He at once drew his sword, 
cut off his wife’s head, and threw it 
to the man, saying, ‘If you want to 
speak to her now, you can,’” 

Many of the patients at the hospital 
are the victims of frontier raids. One 
man who was admitted there for treat- 
ment had been shot by his uncle. The 
bullet had gone through his lung, but 
careful nursing pulled him through. 

“When he was convalescent,’’ said 
Dr, Pennell, ‘he called me one day to 
his bedside and said. ‘Oh, sahib, I 
want you to gite me some cartridges.’ 
I said, ‘What do you want the eart- 
ridges for?’ Pointing to his chest, he 
replied, ‘I have this score to pay off.’ 

“LT snid, ‘I am very sorry to hear 
that. We have hed a difficult task to 
cure you, and now very shortly we 
shall have the same trouble with your 
uncle.’ He said, ‘Oh, no, you need 
not be afraid of that, sahib. T am 
a better shot than he is.’ We did not 
get the uncle in, and we heard eventu- 
ally that be had killed him.” 


Surrounded by Blacks. 

A thrilling tale of five English offi- 
cers and a few native troops having 
been besieged for three months by 
eannibal hordes comes from Obundu, 
in Southern Nigeria. The besieging 
Munchis are almost the only Nigerian 
tribe not subdued by British advance, 
They are tall, powerful savaves, and 
fight with poisoned arrows and a long 
native sword The Britishers had with 
them a company of the Southern Ni- 
gerian Rifles and two Maxim guns. 
The Munchis have been attacking 
them spasmodically for three months 
pest, and for two weeks the troops 
iid practically no rest. Three-quar- 
ters of the company were on outpost 
duty round the station, and the whole 
company were under arms every day 
from 3.30 a.m. till an hour after dark 
One officer sat up every night and 
the rest slept in their clothes. On 
hearing of ticir straights a_ relief 
force of nat ve troops was sent out 
from headeuarters, which after a 
splendid forced march, covering 200 
miles by river and 100 miles by road 
in 61-2 days, arrived in the belea- 
guered post. 


Africa's Color Problem. 

Replying to the toast of his health 
at u farewell banquet given by the 
Chamber of Mines at Johannesburg 
Lord Selborne spoke about the color- 
races in South Africa who were 
not natives people of partly white | 
and partly black origin. He believed 
the tendency to drive colored people 
down to the position of Kaffirs was 
unjust and unwise, because they of- 
ten had the thoughts and feelings of 
the white man, and, one day we might 
have to face a great concerted move- | 
ment of native races. Lord Selborne 
prophesied that in the event of such 
a terrible catastrophe they would find 
the leader of the native races to be a 
colored man with the feelings, char- 
acter, and superiority of the white 
man, if they persisted in the tendency | 
to degrade the colored people to the | 
condition of the natives.

CLAIMS OF THE LEGITIMIST. 


Princess Ludwig of Bavaria !s Stuart 
| Successor to the British Crown. 


Probably but few Canadians are 
jconcerned with the claims of the legi- 
|timists to the throne of Great Lri- 
}tain. The question is one of startling 
interest to many in Europe who still 
(recognize for one reason or another 
j the direct descendants of the house of 
ithe Stuarts as the true heirs to the 


British throne. 
! The Legistimists are strong enough 
to issue a “‘Legitimist Kalendar 


which furnishes all the court informa- 
/tion for the adherence of the Legiti- 
jmist claims which ordinary people 
find in Whittaker or Burke 

Every year on the anniversary of 
his death decorations are strewn about 
the statues or the graves of Charles 
the Martyr, as they call Charles | 
On last Jan. 30, on account of certain 
demonstrations by the Legitimists pre- 
viously, they were forbiiden to place 
a wreath on the statue of King 
Charles at Whitehall. It is only fair 
to say the Stuart descendants do not 
countenance the demands of their in 
discreet friends. 

The present Stuart descendant who 
would but for the Act of Settlement 
be entitled to sit on the British thron- 
is the Princess Louise (or Ludwig) of 
Bavaria, born Mary Theresa Henriet- 
ta Dorothea, and formerly Archduch- 
ess of Austria-Iste-Modena. As Queen 
of England and Scotland her title 
would be Mary IV. and III., by the 
grace of God, of England, Scotland 
France and Ireland Queen, Defender 
of the Faith, ete. She was born July 
2, 1849, and succeeded her uncle, King 
Francis, Nov. 20, 1875. She married 
in 1868 his Royal Highness Louis Leo- 
pold Joseph Marie Aloysius Alfred, 
eldest son of the Prince Regent of 
Bavaria, and has had thirteen chi!- 
dren. 

In a table of descent recently com- 
piled, and containing about 7,000 
names, Queen Victoria was regarded 
as no nearer the throne by right than 
to be No. 4,369 on the list, while King 
Edward and his son George were 4,570 
and 4,371 respectively, and Princess 
Victoria Mary came lower down on 
the list as No. 4,464. 

Princess Louis lives very quietly at 
Munich, and has no personal preten- 
sions to the throne of Britain. Her 
husband rules over Bavaria in place 
of his uncle, the mad King Otho. She 
is very well known in England and is 
popular with everyone with whom she 
comes in contact. 


Queer Taxes. 

Henry VIII. taxed beards, and 
graduated the tax according to the 
status of the wearer. For example the 
Sheriff of Canterbury was constrained 
to pay the sum of three shillings and 
fourpence for the privilege of sport- 
ing his venerable whinkers. Elizabeth 
likewise fixed a similar tax on every 
beard of over a fortnight’s growth. 
Elizabeth was also bent on making 
the country of a religious turn of 
mind, and all who stayed away from 
church on Sunday rendered them- 
selves liable to a fine. In 1695 it was 
decided that the arrival of every child 
into the world should be greeted by a 
tax. The birth of a child to a duke 
cost the proud but harassed father 
thirty pounds, whilst the advent of a 
commoners’ child into the world was 
hailed with a tax of two shillings. 
Moreover, it was an expensive mat- 
ter to die, and bachelors and widowers 
also were compelled to pay for the 
privilege of single blessedness.  \ 
the advent of more constitutional 
days freak taxation did not cease, It 
was due to William Pitt that the win- 
dow tax was instituted. In the reign 
of George I. it was necessary to have 
a license in order to sell hats. Then 
there was the tax on hair powder, and 
the tex on watches and clocks. In 
the reign of George III. a duty of two 
shillings and sixpence was imposed 
on bricks. At a later period in the 
same reign bricks were divided, for 
the purposes of taxation into common 
and dressed bricks, and the duty on 
each kind of brick was regulated ac- 
cording to its size. 

Actress and Social Worker. 

Miss Tita Brand, the well-known 

actress, who so ably assisted her mo- 
ther, Miss Marie’ Brema, in the pro- 
duction of Gluck’s famous opera ‘“Or- 
pheus” at the Savoy, in Londan, re- 
cently, has interested herself largely 
in the social welfare of women, and 
five vears ago started a weaving school 
at Westminster for the benefit of East 
End girls, with a view to saving some 
of them from the factory work which 
often proves so detrimental to health 
and character. Practically the whole 
of Miss Brand’s dresses, as well as 
those worn by her mother, are made 
from the material woven by the girls 
at the Brema Looms—for such is the 
name Miss Brand has given to her 
weaving school. Miss Brand herself 
has a practical knowledge of weaving 
although she confesses that she is 
quite a novice in the manipulation of 
the looms when compared with her 
' “dear girls.”’
